“ Mexico, Nov. 26, 1919. 

“Mr. George L. Summerlin, acting 
charge de affaires for the United States 
of America: 

“I am instructed by the president of 
the republic to answer herewith your 
note of Nov. 20, which you addressed 
to the Mexican government on instruc- 
tions from the state anerqpent of the 
United States. 

“You will no doubt realize that the 
fact that no legal foundation, principle 
er precedent of international] right, or 
even of reason, ts invoked in the de 
mand for the immediate liberation of 
Mr. Jenkins, who, as you knew, is at

“Net Unjust or Arbitrary.” 
“The terms of a note which I am 
answering are attributed by my gov- 
ernment to an imperfect understand- 
ing of our pend! laws. The imprison- 
ment is neither unjust or arbitrary, as 
your note states, since Mr. Jenkins 
himself has signed contradictory state- 
ments regarding the kidnaping of 
which he was a victim. The judge has 
had ample foundation to suppose that 
he was guilty of the crime of falsifying 
judicial declarations and this has 
eaused his imp t. 
“Nevertheless this imprisonment 
does not of itself signify that Mr. Jen- 
kins is guilty, because such a fact 
ean only ‘be established by a définite 
judgment. 

Three Classes Provided. 

“Your excellency knows that the 
criminal proceedings in Mexico in- 
volves three classes of imprisonment: 
Preventative, when it is suspected that 
@ person has criminal complicity in an 
act; formal, when against the accused 
there is sufficient evidence in the judg: 
ment of the magistrate to suppose that 
the accused is guilty of the crime; and 
ordinary imprisonment, which involyes 
a definitive sentence as the penalty pro 
vided for the crime and the guilt of 
the aceysed duly proved. .
